The  notes  on  the  portraits  in  the  above  named  catalogue  were  compiled 
by  Charles  Henry  Hart,  the  most  distinguished  authority  on  portraits 
by  Stuart,  on  whose  knowledge  and  researches  are  based  all  informa- 
tion now  available  on  the  work  and  technique  of  Stuart.  On  page  144 
of  that  catalogue  is  the  following  description  of  this  portrait:

35.  BUST  IN  OIL  GILBERT  STUART  CHAUNCEY  M.  DEPEW 

(Replica  Athenaeum  Portrait) 

This  portrait  of  Washington,  by  Stuart,  differs  in  detail  from  all  other 
replicas  of  Stuart’s  Washingtons.  It  is  a well-known  fact  that  S'tuart 
painted  no  two  portraits  of  Washington  exactly  alike. 

Chauncey  M.  Depew  was  of  distinguished  Colonial  ancestry  and  a member 
of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati,  the  Huguenot  Society,  and  the  Society  of 
Sons  of  the  Revolution.  Among  his  ancestors  who  were  Officers  in  the  Con- 
tinental Army  were  Captain  James  Kronkhite  and  Captain  Daniel  Niven. 
His  father’s  family  were  Huguenots  who  settled  in  Peekskill  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  17th  Century.  His  mother  was  a collateral  descendant  of  Roger 
Sherman,  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence. 

Captain  James  Niven,  one  of  the  Original  Members  of  the  Society  of  the 
Cincinnati,  was  born  in  1742  and  died  in  1809.  Early  in  the  Revolutionary 
War  he  volunteered  his  services  to  his  country  and  was  actively  engaged  in 
various  duties  in  and  about  the  City  of  New  York  and  in  New  Jersey. 
Becoming  acquainted  with  Washington,  who  soon  saw  his  stern  and  deter- 
mined character  and  secured  for  him  a commission  as  a Lieutenant  of 
Engineers  in  the  Regular  Army  in  1776.  The  following  year  he  became 
Captain  wrhich  rank  he  held  for  the  duration  of  the  War. 

He  was  much  employed  at  West  Point  and  at  other  places  along  the  River, 
was  instrumental  in  drawing  the  plan  of  Fort  Putnam,  superintended  the 
floating  of  the  great  chain  across  the  River  and  was  serving  at  West  Point  at 
the  time  of  Arnold’s  treasonable  attempt  to  surrender  that  post.  After  the 
War  he  was  a Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  and  Justice  of  the 
Peace  for  many  years.  He  could  well  afford  to  own  a Portrait  of  Washington 
as  he  was  in  comfortable  circumstances,  owning  his  own  home  and  farm 
and  three  slaves.  He  was  a great  admirer  of  the  First  President  naming 
his  son  George  Washington  Niven  in  his  honor.  The  latter  was  born  in  1792 
and  died  in  1836.  He  married  Charlotte  Ogden  Johnston,  daughter  of  Judge 
Robert  Johnston,  whose  portrait  by  Waldo  is  Lot  No.  44  of  this  sale.

Note: — The  Honorable  Robert  Johnston  resided  at  Lake  Mahopac, 
N.  Y at  one  time  being  the  proprietor  of  the  entire  lakeside.  He 
was  one  of  the  most  prominent  of  early  settlers  there  and  became  a 
leader  in  political  and  commercial  circles.  He  was  a New  York  State 
Senator  from  1804  to  1809,  and  was  a member  of  the  Committee  of 
Appointment  and  Revision,  and  served  as  County  Judge  for  many 
years.  He  was  the  maternal  great-grandfather  of  the  late  Chauncey 
M.  Depew.
